IROQUOIS  PERFECTION  (I  D.)  1936.  —  All  per¬ 
sons  that  have  seen  and  grown  this  wonderful 
dahlia,  say  it  is  one  of  the  best.  A  rugged  grower 
that  has  leathery  leaves  which  insects  do  not  touch. 
Height  of  plant  four  to  six  feet.  Color,  Mallow 
Purple.  Plants  will  have  six  to  eight  blossoms  at 
a  time,  flowers  have  good  depth.  With  disbudding  the 
flowers  will  attain  ten  or  more  inches  in  size. 
Flowers  are  held  on  strong  stiff  stems.  If  you  show 
here  is  one  dahlia  that  I  can  recommend  to  you. 
Stock  limited.  Rpots  $15.00 

IROQUOIS  LAVENDER  (I.D.)  1936— Here  is  a 
fine  full  blooming  dahlia  that  has  eight  to  ten 
blossoms  at  a  time,  that  are  held  on  long  wiry 
stems,  it  has  good  depth.  When  disbudded  it  will 
make  excellent  exhibition  blooms.  Height,  six  feet. 
Color,  a  pleasing  soft  shade  of  white  with  light 
splashes  of  phlox  pink.  Roots  $5.00 

General  List 

AGNE  L.  YOUNG  (I.D.)  —  This  plant  is  a  very 
strong  grower,  that  is  insect  resistant,  flowers 
borne  on  long  stems.  Pleasing  colors,  red  with  gold 
tips.  Root  $1.00 

ALYCE  MARIE  GALVIN  (F.D.)  —  A  beautiful 
white  with  faint  tones  of  cameo  pink  on  outer 
petals.  11  inch  flower  awarded  Certificate  of  Merit 
at  Storr’s.  A  real  grand  dahlia.  A  free  and  prolific 
bloomer.  No  dahlia  garden  is  complete  without 
this  one.  Root  $1.00 

ANNA  BENEDICT  (I.D.)  (Benedict-Dahliadel)  1935 

— This  dahlia  was  certified  at  Storrs,  Conn.,  1934 
with  the  highest  score  of  all  entries  (86.6).  The 
color  is  a  rich  deep  garnet  with  black  shadings 
and  shadows  at  the  centre  of  bloom.  Its  color  will 
stand  full  sunshine  and  not  fade.  Roots  $5.00 

ANDREA  ERICSON  (I.D.)  (F.&M.  85,)  1931  — 

The  easiest  way  to  describe  this  dahlia  is  to  call  it  a 
white  Fort  Monmouth.  It  is  somewhat  heavier  in 
petal  formation,  but  very  pleasing  in  form.  Held  on 
excellent  stems,  and  should  be  very  successful  in 
the  white  class  on  the  show  table.  In  hot  weather 
this  dahlia  needs  shading  to  be  grown  to  exhibition 
perfection.  Roots  $1.00 

AMELIA  EARHART  (S.C.)  (Cordes-Eastman), 

1933  —  This  gorgeous  dahlia  was  a  consistent  win¬ 
ner  wherever  shown,  having  two  American  Home 
Achievement  Medals  and  many  other  prizes  to  its 
credit.  Color  is  apricot  buff  with  salmon  tints  shad¬ 
ing  to  soft  yellow  at  base  of  petals.  One  might 
picture  it  as  an  improved  Edna  Ferber  of  larger 
size,  better  stems,  and  with  more  gold  and  less 
rose  shading.  Roots  $2.00 
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BAGDAD  (I  D.)  —  The  color  is  a  flaming-  scarlet 
red,  long-  strong  stems  holding  the  blooms  high 
above  the  bush,  an  enormous,  as  well  as  a  prolific 
bloomer.  This  dahlia  will  not  fade  and  highly 
recommended  by  us.  Roots  50c 

BUCKEYE  KING  (F.D.)  (Peck)  —  A  very  large, 
clear  blowing  amber  yellow.  Stems  are  long,  always 
good  with  all  flowers  facing.  The  bushes  are  very 
vigorous  and  all  the  same;  after  the  crown  flower 
many  laterals  are  rapidly  and  simultaneously  pro¬ 
duced.  Disbudding  should  be  thorough  to  the  base 
of  each  lateral.  The  flower  is  perfect  formal  type 
and  was  the  sensation  of  our  fields  as  well  as  at  all 
shows.  Its  long  keeping  qualities  will  commend  it 
to  the  grower  of  discrimination.  Roots  $1.00 

CHAMPOEG  (F.D.)  —  The  dahlia  beautiful.  This 
wonderfully  beautiful  dahlia  is  so  very  unusual  in 
its  color,  it  is  without  a  competitor,  the  color  being- 
waxy  canary  yellow,  yellow  at  center,  shading  to 
salmon  pink,  giving  a  color  combination  so  beauti¬ 
ful  and  evenly  distributed  as  though  painted  by 
hand.  The  pink  deepens  in  color  as  the  weather 
becomes  cooler  in  the  Fall.  Backs  of  petals  pale 
yellow,  overcast  with  a  veil  of  white.  Roots  75c 

CHARLES  G.  REED  (F.D.)  —  Purple  red  some¬ 
times  described  as  petunia-red  and  a  lively  shade 
not  far  from  crimson.  In  our  gardens  it  was  crim¬ 
son,  with  a  brush  of  dark  maroon  almost  one-third 
the  way  back  on  the  petals.  It  is  unusually  large 
and  upright,  on  good  stems.  Roots  75c 

CHIEF  JUSTICE  (I.D.)  (Sampson,  1932) — A  mon¬ 
ster  flower  on  cane-like  stems  that  are  long  and 
hold  the  giant  flowers  erect.  Color,  soft  chamois, 
with  soft  rose  suffusion.  A  fine  exhibition  variety. 

Roots  $1.00 

DR.  HARRY  HOWARD  (F.D.)  —  A  giant  primrose 
yellow.  Petals  are  pointed,  yet  the  flower  is  really 
formal.  A  very  deep  flower.  Roll  of  Honor.  Plant 
this  variety  early.  Roots  $1.50 

DORCAS  ANN  (S.C.)  (E.&M.  Williams  Dahliadel) 

1935  —  This  dahlia  is  acapted  to  home  decora¬ 
tions,  general  florists’  use,  as  it  is  a  beautiful  rose 
pink  shading  to  creamy  white  at  center.  A  dahlia 
you  will  enjoy  for  its  sheer  beauty,  rather  than  size. 
Bush,  healthy  and  robust,  stems  always  erect  and 
flowering  habits  are  ideal.  Certified  at  Storrs,  Conn., 
1933.  Roots  $4.00 

DR.  JOHN  CARMAN  (F.D.)  (Dixon)— This  is  an 
exceptionally  strong  and  vigorous  grower.  The  flow¬ 
ers  are  large  and  almost  a  true  American  Beauty 
Rose  in  color.  The  stems  are  excellent  and  the 
foliage  strong  and  tough.  Roots  50c 

DWIGHT  W.  MORROW  (I  D.)  (Dahliadel)  —  A 

gigantic  red  flower  with  heavy  leathery  foliage  on  a 
healthy  growing  plant.  Winner  of  many  prizes. 
Should  be  topped  out  once  or  twice  and  disbudded 
leaving  terminal  buds  to  bloom.  Roots  $1.00 
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EAGLE  ROCK  FANTASY  (I.D.)  (Broomall-Suc- 

cess) — Giant  flowers  of  clear  mallow  pink  without 
shaciings.  It  attains  great  size  and  depth.  Winner 
of  a  Certificate  of  Merit  and  an  Honor  Roll  Dahlia. 
Wins  prizes  consistently  at  all  shows  where  it  is 
entered.  Roots  $1.00 

EAGLE  ROCK  WONDER  (S.C.)  (Broomall-Suc- 

cess)  —  Color,  mars-orange  shading  to  orange-buff 
with  tints  of  gold-pink  and  coral-red,  with  the  gen¬ 
eral  effect  of  orange-apricot.  A  free  bloomer  of 
good  form  and  tremendous  size.  Worthy  of  any 
garden.  Roots  75c 

ELINOR  M.  RADELL  (I.D.)  (Felsinger  85,)  1933 

— The  blooms,  of  good  substance,  are  violet  rose 
with  a  darker  reverse  and  golden  shadings  toward 
base  of  petals.  Certified  at  Storrs.  It  is  truly  out¬ 
standing  because  of  its  strong,  rugged  growth  which 
withstands  adverse  growing  conditions.  It  qualifies 
equally  well  in  color,  stem,  form,  and  size  and  is 
prolific  in  its  flowering  habits.  Roots  $1.00 

EDWARD  THOMAS  BEDFORD  (F.D.)  — This  is  a 
very  large  deep  purple,  produced  on  ideal  stems. 
It  is  a  strong  vigorous  grower  and  makes  a  large 
spreading  bush.  Roots  50c 

ELKRIDGE  (I.D.)  (Griffith) — Large,  white  flowers 
borne  on  perfect  stems,  a  vigorous  grower  and  the 
flowers  are  produced  in  great  freedom. 

Roots  50c 

F.  J.  MARCH  (S.C.)  (Bessie  Boston) — This  is  one 
of  the  good  ones  from  California.  The  color  is  a 
beautiful  silvery  lavender.  It  is  a  very  free  bloomer 
and  the  stems  are  very  good.  Roots  75c 

FOREST  FIRE  (I.D.)  (Dahliadel  1935)  —  In  the 

bi-color  classes  this  variety  should  have  a  wonder¬ 
ful  future.  Forest  Fire  has  distinct  lemon  yellow 
for  about  one-third  the  length  of  the  petals,  then 
shaded  to  rich  scarlet  toward  the  tips  enhanced 
by  clear  yellow  petaloids.  This  variety  is  a  rapid 
grower,  good  foliage,  flowers  on  good  stiff  stems. 
Certified  at  Storrs,  Conn.,  1934,  85.5,  and  at  East 
Lansing,  Mich.,  85.  Roots  $5.00 

GOLDEN  ECLIPSE  (F.D.)  (Badetty)  1934  —  A 

clear,  golden  yellow  with  salmon  and  flesh  shadings 
at  the  center.  First  won  as  the  best  formal  decor¬ 
ative  in  the  Seedling  Class  in  New  York  in  1932. 
Certified  at  Storrs,  1933,  and  a  tall,  vigorous  grower 
with  fine,  long  stems.  Its  remarkable  keeping  qual¬ 
ities  assure  its  popularity  as  a  commercial  as  well 
as  an  exhibition  dahlia.

GOV.  MORGAN  F.  LARSON  (F.D.)  (Hall)  1930- 

Color,  clear,  golden  yellow  with  slight  apricot  blush 
on  reverse.  Very  impressive.  Formal  decorative 
medium  to  tall  growth,  but  sturdy  plant.

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HARRY  MAYER  (F.D.)  (Reed)  —  A  fine  exhibi¬ 
tion  dahlia  having  size,  depth,  wonderful  stem,  full 
center  and  sturdy  healthy  bush  growth.  Its  color  is 
a  beautiful  silvery  pink  with  a  rose  pink  reverse. 
Very  satisfactory.  Roots  $1.00 

IROQUOIS  AUTUMN  (I.D.)  —  A  good  growing 
plant  of  medium  height  with  large  flowers  that 
stand  up  well  when  cut.  A  free  bloomer,  a  good 
addition  to  any  garden.  Color  various  shades  of 
autumn.  Roots  $4.00 

IROQUOIS  ECLIPSE  (F.D.)  —  This  was  out¬ 
standing  variety  in  my  gardens  the  past  season. 
The  plant  is  a  profuse  bloomer  of  large  ten  inch 
flowers  of  good  depth,  has  good  stems.  Did  well 
at  the  World’s  Fair  Gardens  against  adverse  con¬ 
ditions.  The  color,  phlox  pink  with  darker  shade 
at  the  base  of  petals.  A  good  exhibition  flower. 

Roots  $2.50 

IROQUOIS  GIANT  (I.D.) — The  color  bluish  violet, 
a  very  prolific  bloomer,  there  being  six  to  eight 
stems,  admired  by  all  who  saw  it.  This  also  did 
well  at  the  World’s  Fair  Garden.  The  bush  is  a 
strong  robust  grower  with  leathery  foliage,  petals 
will  dry  on  flower  before  they  will  drop  off  and  will 
keep  in  good  condition  for  a  week  when  cut.  A 
beautiful  dahlia  for  exhibition  or  commercial  pur¬ 
poses.  Roots  $3.50 

IROQUOIS  SUNBEAM  (I.D.)  Score  85,  1933  — 

Here  is  a  dahlia  that  should  be  in  every  garden. 
It  can  be  grown  for  exhibition  or  for  commercial 
purposes.  Color,  orange  buff  with  a  great  deal 
of  flesh  ochre.  The  plant  is  a  strong  grower  and 
a  very  prolific  bloomer,  there  being  six  to  eight 
perfect  blooms  on  the  plant  at  all  times.  The 
flowers  measure  six  to  nine  inches,  depth  two  to 
five  inches  and  height  six  feet.  Will  do  well  in  most 
soils  with  very  little  care.

The  plant  is  a 
strong  grower  with  leathery  foliage.  A  fine  stiff 
stem  with  flowers  facing  the  heavens.  Height  of 
plant  5  ft.  3  inches.  The  color  is  empire  yellow 
with  shades  of  apricot  yellow,  also  base  of  petals 
salmon  orange.  There  are  two  tones  of  orange 
around  the  center.  Roots  $7.50 

IVORY  (F.D.)  (Boston) — An  immense  self  color 
of  pure  cream  white,  deeper  at  the  center  and  just 
a  shade  lighter  at  the  edges  with  a  deeper  tip.  The 
petals  are  long,  pointed  and  wave  gracefully.  The 
bush  is  medium  tall  and  is  a  late  bloomer. 

Roots  50c 

JANE  COWL  (I.D.)  (Downs)  —  An  ideal  dahlia, 
fairly  tall  with  vigorous  dark  green  leathery  foliage ; 
straight,  strong  stems  holding  monster  blooms  of 
glistening  bronzy  buff  and  salmon  shades  proudly 
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aloft  with  a  beauty  that  stops  you  and  makes  you 
look  again.  Roots  50c 

JEAN  KEEFER  (l.D.)  —  A  beautiful  rose  pink, 
on  good  strong  erect  stems  that  can  be  cut  up  to 
6  feet  in  length.  The  flowers  average  7  inches  in 
width  and  4  inches  in  depth  and  continue  so  until 
the  end  of  the  season.  The  plant  is  a  clean,  tall 
and  prolific  bloomer.  Roots  50c 

JERSEY’S  BEACON  (F.D.)  (Waite)  — A  universal 
favorite  as  an  exhibition  and  garden  flower;  color 
is  a  Chinese  scarlet  with  a  paler  reverse,  giving  it 
a  two-toned  effect.  Flowers  are  large  and  globular 
in  shape.  The  plant  is  a  vigorous  grower  having 
splendid  insect  resisting  foliage.  Roots  50c 

JERSEY  BEAUTY  (F.D.)  (Waite)  —  This  is  un¬ 
doubtedly  the  finest  pink  dahlia  in  existence.  A 
glorious  flower  of  eosine  pink;  pleases  everybody 
either  as  a  garden  flower,  a  cut  flower  or  for  exhi¬ 
bition  purposes.  Tall  vigorous  grower,  profuse 
bloomer  with  fine  stems  and  foliage.  It  leads  all 
other  varieties  in  sales  of  individual  dahlias  in  our 
garden.  Roots  50c 

JERSEY  MELODY  (S.C.)  —  The  color  of  this  mar¬ 
velous  dahlia  is  Tyrian  rose,  shading  to  silver  at 
the  tips  with  a  silver  reverse  that  gives  it  a  two 
toned  color  and  enhancing  its  striking  beauty, 
which  are  held  erect  on  stiff  wiry  stems.  A  very 
prolific  bloomer.  Roots  $1.00 

JIM  MOORE  (l.D.)  (Loller  85,) — A  dahlia  worthy 
of  space  in  any  one’s  garden.  It  is  distinctive  in 
form  and  color.  The  petals  are  long  and  regular, 
roiling  back  at  tips,  while  the  color  is  a  primrose 
yellow  shaded  gold  and  suffused  salmon.  A  good 
healthy  grower.  Roots  $1.00 

KAWEAH  (Giant  I.  Dec.)  (Meussdorffer)  -  Size 

of  this  variety,  however,  is  only  one  of  the  good 
qualities  as  it  has  splendid  stems,  form  and  sub¬ 
stance,  glorious  color,  and  is  a  wonderful  keeper. 
Color  is  hard  to  describe,  a  deep,  clear,  rose-cerise, 
center  of  petals  shading  to  a  rich,  velvety  cardinal 
toward  the  center  of  the  flower,  and  when  fully 
matured,  shade  lighter  toward  the  tips  of  the  petals, 
almost  mauve  or  orchid.  Blooms  of  15  inches  dia¬ 
meter,  and  very  deep,  are  common,  and  these  tre¬ 
mendous  flowers  are  held  perfectly  erect  on  very 
long,  extra  strong,  stiff  stems.  Roots  $1.00 

KARL  BONAWITZ  (S.C.)  (Dahliadel  86)  —  The 

entire  make-up  of  this  dahlia  will  appeal  to  the 
artistic.  It  has  sufficient  size  to  assert  itself,  while 
the  form,  color  and  keeping  qualities  make  it 
graceful  as  well  as  useful.  Color  is  a  brilliant  vel¬ 
vety  carmine.  This  variety  was  featured  by  us  in 
four  of  the  big  Eastern  shows  where  it  was  greatly 
admired  and  was  one  of  our  best  keepers. 

Roots  $2.00 

KENTUCKY  (l.D.)  (Wiggington)  —  A  sport  of 
Jersey’s  Beauty  with  every  good  trait  of  the  latter. 
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The  color  is  a  light  salmon-orange,  shading  to  gren¬ 
adine  orange,  the  base  of  petals  being  a  light  yel¬ 
low.  Petals  are  slightly  twisted  and  are  of  splendid 
substance,  making  it  an  exceptionally  fine  cut 
flower.  A  prolific  bloomer.  Roots  75c 

KEMP’S  VIOLET  WONDER  (I.D.)  (Kemp  85)  — 

The  predominating  color  of  this  fine  dahlia  is  Nap¬ 
thaline  violet,  with  an  undertone  of  royal  purple, 
lightening  to  a  faint  bluish  violet  at  the  tips  of 
petals.  Deep  flowers  of  perfect  form.  Stems  are 
stiff,  holding  flowers  a  foot  above  the  foliage.  A 
truly  outstanding  variety,  keeping  well  when  cut. 
Plant  is  a  prolific  bloomer,  strong-grower,  not  sus¬ 
ceptible  to  sucking  insects.  Roots  50c 

KING  OF  YELLOWS  (I.D.)  (Dr.  Shattuck)  — 

A  very  large  flower  of  eight  to  ten  inches  with 
very  narrow  folding  petals  that  are  beautiful.  It 
is  really  a  new  type.  It  has  great  depth  and  a  very 
fine  high  center  and  a  long  stiff  stem.  A  beautiful 
buttercup  yellow.  The  foliage  is  perfect  and  it 
keeps  well.  Roots  $3.50 

KING  OF  THE  BLACKS  (F.D.)  (Kunzman)  — 

Dahlia  of  giant  size,  very  free  blooming  on  long, 
stiff,  natural  stems  without  disbudding.  Color  is 
the  darkest  rich  velvet  red,  almost  black  and  holds 
color  in  any  weather.  Bush  low  and  spreading,  with 
flowers  high  above  the  bush.  Roots  $2.00 

LA  FIESTA  (I.D.)  (Cordes-Eastman  85),  1933  - 

Deep  sulphur  yellow  penciled  coral  red.  There  are 
interesting  color  variations  in  this  dahlia.  Out  of  the 
ordinary.  At  times  the  red  blends  with  the  yellow, 
giving  almost  a  salmon  pink  effect.  The  lacy  petals 
curl  and  twist,  giving  the  flower  the  appearance  of 
a  chrysanthemum.  Huge  blooms  are  held  well 
above  the  foliage  on  strong  stems.  A  prize  winner 
that  is  outstanding.  Roots  $2.00 

MAN-O-WAR  (I.D  .)  —  A  fine  garden  variety  on 
account  of  its  splendid  habits  and  one  of  the  best 
keepers  among  the  large  varieties.  Color;  oxblood 
red,  with  plenty  of  glow  and  life.  Roots  $2.00 

MARY  ELLEN  (I.D.)  —  Another  seedling  of  Mrs. 
I.  DeVer  Warner,  with  the  same  habits  of  growth, 
but  the  blooms  of  this  one  are  not  only  much 
larger  but  also  have  a  greater  depth.  Color  is  a 
lavender  pink  with  considerably  more  pink  than 
lavender.  The  flowers  are  held  erect  on  the  best 
of  stems,  well  above  the  robust  and  prolific  flower¬ 
ing  bush.  An  ideal  dahlia  in  every  way,  as  it  has 
the  best  of  keeping  qualities  and  is  ideal  for  the 
table  or  exhibition.  Roots  $1.00 

MARY  GERALDINE  (F.D.)  —  An  unusual  and 
beautiful  dahlia.  The  color  of  which  is  Rose  Red. 
All  the  petals  tipped  white,  9  inch  flower  on  very 
good  stem,  a  very  clean  grower  and  free  bloomer. 
This  is  one  dahlia,  for  her  unusual  beauty  should 
be  in  every  garden.  Scored  83  at  Storr’s  trial 
ground.  I  recommend  this  one  very  highly.
